Surveyor General W. S. Kingsbury 
will hold a public auction sale of 
scrip at the State Capitol, Sacra- 
mento, Monday, January 3, 1921, 
ten a. m. 

State scrip is the cheapest land 
scrip on the market today. 

Scrip can only. be purchased by 
citizens of the United States who 
are residents of the State of Cali- 
fornia and can be located on any 
vacant non-mineral government land 
in California, 

State scrip is not transferable: No 
purchaser can buy more than 640 
acres of scrip. 

Scrip is sold in forty-acre lots for 
cash, personal checks received, and 
the surrender of the scrip is pay- 
ment for an equal acreage of govern- 
ment land. 

At. the last auction sale of scrip 
the price received averaged $6.66 per 
acre. 

Homestead and desert land entry- 
men can relinquish their entries thru 
the Surveyor General and acquire ti- 
tle to the land through the pur- 
chase of scrip. The applicant need 
not live on or improve the land. 

All money received from the sale 
of State Scrip goes to the support of 
the public schools of the state.

Dr. Blair had stopped, at the Hes- 
peria store just a few minutes be- 
fore the accident and put up the 
side-curtains to shut off the bitter, 
cold, sand-laden wind that was sweep- 
ing off the desert, To this the trag- 
edy was probably due. Although the 
curtains shut owt the wind they like- 
wise shut off the view of the fast 
tram—at least until it was too late. 

About 1000 feet north of the Hes- 
periar station, Dr. Blair turned at 
nearly a right angle to pass over 
the new Bear Valley road crossing.

He saw the ma- 
chine only a fraction of a second be- 
fore the crash.

The bodies were not mangled as 
might have been expected, Dr. Blair

blind had he lived. He was thrown 
| with such force to the ground his 
eyeballs were cut, and the blow frac.

REVIEW OF BUSINESS CONDI- 
TIONS BY RESERVE BANK 


Both wholesale and retail prices in 
practically all staple commodity lines 
decreased during October in three 
states comprising the Twelfth. Fed- 
eral Reserve District—the Pacific 
Coast—according to a review of busi- 
ness conditions issued by the Federal 
Reserve Bank today. 

At the same time, the report shows 
that the volume of net sales increas- 
ed in value in the retail trade and 
in thé wholesale trade decreased in 
the automobile tire, shoe, dry goods, 
hardware and furniture business and 
increased in the stationery, drug and 
grocery lines. 

“Prices are generally reported as 
showing a downward tendency during 
October,” the report read in discuss- 
ing the wholesale trade, ‘‘particular- 
ly noticeable by dealers in hard- 
ware, dry goods, groceries, shoes and 
automobile tires. Drug firms notice 
it only to a limited extent, while sta- 
tionery and furniture dealers report 
prices holding firm.” 

“Collections are still reported good 
by the majority of firms although 
there is a slight increase as compar- 
ed with last month in the number re- 
porting them good,” the Reserve 
Bank said. 

Business failures received consid- 
erable attention in the review, the 
figures showing a threefold increase 
in the total liabilities involved in 
failures during October over Sep- 
tember. June, however, still holds 
the record as the most disastrous 
month of the year. 

Nevada was the only state in the 
district which went through the 
month without a business failure. 

‘Idaho’s two failures represented 
tetal liabilities of $1,500,500,” the re- 
port said. “The average failure in 
California has liabilities of $28,000; 
in Arizona, $11,000, and in Utah, 
$3,000.” 

California had the largest number. 
of failures, 67. Other states showed 
failures as follows: Arizona 5; Idaho 
2; Oregon 23; Utah 7 and Washing- 
ton 23. 

Business failures for the district 
numbered 126 and represented com- 
bined liabilities of $4,299,056. 

“No strikes of importance are in 
progress in this district,’ the Re- 
serve bank commented on the labor 
situation. “There is but little more 
than the customary seasonal unem- 
ployment of unskilled laborers, due 
to the closing of the harvest season 
and the falling off in lumbering op- 
erations. No unemployment of skill- 
ed laborers is reported.” ’ 

Building activity in the district de- 
creased 15.8 per cent during the 
month, but was 18.- per cent heavier 
than in October, 1919. Los Angeles 
led in building, with work totaling 
$6,482,000 in value started during 
the month. San Francisco was sec- 
ond with work valued at $1,399,000; 
Long Beach third; and Seattle, Port- 
land and Oakland following in the 
order named. 

Los Angeles was the only city to 
show an increase in bank clearings. 
Portland remained about stationary, 
and other cities decreased.

DIVERSION N CHARGE ON CITRUS 
FRUIT HELD UP 


Schedules containing changed 
rates, rules and regulations govern- 
ing the diversion and reconsignment 
of fruit and vegetables throughout 
the United States, which were to be- 
come effective Wednesday, were sus- 
pended late Tuesday by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission until 
March 31. 

“The suspended schedules provided 
increased charges for diversion and 
reconsignment of shipments of fruits 
and vegetables and restricted the 
number of diversions and reconsign- 
ments that may be permitted as weil 
as the present back haul privilege,” 
the decision declared. This decision 
is of much importance to the citrus 
growers of this district as well as 
in other parts of Southern Califor- 
nia. It will permit a better distri- 
bution of the coming citrus crop with- 
out entailing additional charges for 
diversions and back hauls. 

Many cars are sent direct to their 
destination but it is believed that 
fully 50 per cent of the navel crop 
can be handled as heretofore by 
March 5ist.

Interesting Observations on the Prod- 
uct of the Melting Pot by 
Frederick Palmer. 

Where were the foreigners? I won- 
dered as I looked at the faces in the 
Streets upon my return from Europe. 
The French, who had heard much of 
our polyglotry, asked this question 
when they saw our soldiers march- 
ing along the roads of France. in 
French eyes the men were all of the 
type American. Yet they included for- 
eign born, as well as sons of every 
race in Europe, Frederick Palmer 

writes in Harper’s. 

Are you Americans? their adopted 
country asked of them {in those trying 
days. They gave their answer in sac- 
rifice at home and in battle, often 
fighting against an enemy of their own 
blood. Zalinskis, Hinsteins, Schmidts, 
Bertellis, Katsanjans won the Distin- 
guished Service Cross, thrilling our 
pride with a new sense of nationalism. 
Had they now reverted to loyalty to 
the lands of their origin? ‘If so, what 
had wrought the change in their 
hearts? 

To my fresh view all the people 
were distinctively Americans in garb 
and taste; in their complexion, which 
our climate so promptly affects; in 
their brusque and frank civility, their 
intensity, their pleasures, and their 
restless motion. Later, as I became 
settled at home and more discerning, 
I might note that this or that person 
was of Swedish, Italian, Hungarian 
or Slav stock. Then I would see 
through the veneer, as 1 was told. 
But aren’t most of us—again, not a 
new idea—who are “off the reserva- 
tion,” of foreign stock? My people 
missed the Mayflower and came over 
in 1636. I could not discern that the 
descendants of the Pilgrims were more 
American than I was or than a dark 
eyed telephone gir! whose father was 
an Italian immigrant. 

Not even in the mean streets did I 
fiad patches. I saw no shriveling ba- 
oies in emaciated mothers’ arms on 
bread lines in the European sense, 
though conditions were bad enough 
from the point of view of desired 
Standards which must ever call our 
ambition away from stagnation of 
“everything is for the best in the best 
of worlds.” In place of saloons in 
mean streets and average streets, new 
stores and restaurants had appeared.

Employed Two Parachutes. 

Though the design and operation of 
parachutes have been the subject of 
practical experiments since the eight- 
eenth century, the American air serv- 
ice is the first, it is believed, to test 
the action and interaction of para- 
chutes used in pairs, says Popular 
Mechanics Magazine. In experiments 
performed at Mitchel field, Long Is- 
land, N. Y¥., a sergeant strapped one 
parachute on his back, as usual, and 
a second on his chest, Thus encum- 
bered, he was carried, in a two-seater 
Plane, to a height of approximately 
one mile. Here he walked out on a 
wing, pulled the release of the rear- 
ward chute, and stepped into space. 
The white bag opened nicely, and he 
drifted down to within less than 1,000 
feet. Here he’ pulled the second re 
lease, and the second parachute open- 
ed above him without. entangling or in- 
terfering with the first.

Wearing of Hosiery Is an Indication | 
That the Wearer Earns at Least 
$20 a Month. 

Soap and socks in Sumatra—ten 
years ago the observant mind of a 
consulate representative of the United 
States in thet island would have de- 
voted less thought to such matters, 
but now the Iinternationalization of 
commerce gives soap and socks in Su- 
matra their place in the sun. The 
natives, it appears from a recent con- 
sular report, are more and more tak- 
ing to wearing socks. Those sim- 
ple garments of extremities, one 
Judges, are becoming an indication 
that the wearer earns at least $20 
a month. American socks are well 
thought of, as are American’ soaps, 
but more socks and soaps from Amer- 
Ica can be sold in Sumatra if the 
American dealers in these commodi- 
ties will give more thought to local 
taste in decorating the boxes or wrap- 
pers in which they go on sale in the 
bazaars. These buyers in Sumatra, 
like their soaps and socks done up in 
bright colored containers; in fact, 
they are inclined to judge the con- 
tents by the beauty, from their point 
of view, of the box. The picture of 
an American manufacturing plant 
leaves them cold, nor do they care 
for a wrapper decorated with land- 
scape {n colors. Particularly in the 
matter of hosiery, they like the box 
decorated with some brightly colored 
picture which catches the eye and ap- 
peals to the imagination by its “hu- 
man interest.” One judges that it 
would be good policy for American 
dealers in soaps and socks to discard 
their present containers and employ 
some of the artists who make covers 
for the popular magazines to design 
and paint them new ones particularly 
for the Sumatra market.—Ohristian 
Science Monitor. ;

Peculiar Sentiments Revealed in Re- 
cent Balloting for Members of 
Reichstag.

Quite a few 
votes were cast for the kaiser on the 
ground that “if elected the humilia- 
tion would serve him right.” One 
man from Magdeburg deposited in- 
stead of his ballot a five-mark note 
without comment. 

Bat the prize ballot came from Lin- 
den. It was a piece of wrapping pa- 
per, on which was written “Isaiah 12, 
23-24." The verses read: “Show the 
things that are to come hereafter that 
we may know that ye are gods; yea, 
do good or do evil. that we may be 
dismayed and behold it together, Be- 
hold, ye are of nothing and your work 
of naught; an abomination is he that 
chooseth you.” 





HAS NO ONE RESTING PLACE 


Bones of St. Adrian Are Scattered 
Pretty Well Over the Whole 
of Europe, 





The most scattered saint in Europe 
is St. Adrian. Remains of this former 
Roman soldier are kept in the abbey 
of St. Adrian, in Geersburg, Belgium, 
but they are also kept at Raulcourt in 
the same country, and Ghent has still 
another full set of remains. The jaw 
and half an arm are shown at Cologne, 
a head at Bologna, and various parts 
of the saint's anatomy are also dis- 
closed at Bruges and at Doual. He 
was formerly held to be the patron 
saint of soldiers, and was ‘very popu- 
lar with the wild troopers of northern 
France, Flanders and part of Germany 
centuries ago. He was also held dear 
by German brewers. 

St. Adrian lived in the early part 
of the fourth century, and was one 
of the guard of the Emperor Galerius 
Maximilian. He was superintending 
the torture of 34 Christians one eve- 
ning, when their fortitude and patience 
so impressed him that’ he became a 
follower of the faith on the spot, His 
wife, already a Christian in secret, 
joined him in openly declaring his 
views. As punishment he had _ his 
limbs struck off one by one on an anvil 
and was then beheaded.

In this manner it ab- 
sorbs a quantity of the sap which is 
exuded from the pores of its body un- 
til it is completely covered.

Such, however, is the 
experience of J. B. Glover who re- 
tired as member and chairman of 
the board at noon yesterday. 

Add to this the fact that the re- 
tiring official carries -with him the 
esteem of practically the entire citi- 
zenry of the county and you have a 
record that furnishes a standard to 
which others may well aspire. 

At his modest home at Redlands 
on Nordina street Supervisor Glover 
courteously received friends. He 
stated that his health is improving 
after his severe injury of some 
months ago, which has entirely in- 
capacitated him for work of any 
kind. 

In answer to a query Mr. Glover 
stated that the guiding principle of 


thru- | his life had been sobriety with an 
| effort 
| hécnaidsafey, not only morally but in- 


to aid in the elevation of 
tellectually. “And,” said he, “I have 
not only preached these things but 
endeavored to practice them in my 
official and business life. I have 
never allowed politics or personal 
consideration to influence my course 
of action and can truly say that I 
am laying down the duties of office 
with no regrets, save that as an im- 
perfect being I have, of course, ren- 


| dered an imperfect service.” 


Mr. Glover stated that he always 
considered his election to the board 
of supervisors the first time an acci- 
dent, because he was a member of 
the minority party. “That ‘accident,’ ” 
said he, “placed me in a 24-year 
job.” 


“You know, Mr. Glover, that the 
young people of today do not look 
upon life as they did when you were 
a young man, and I should like to 
know what advice you would care to 
pass along to the coming genera- 
tion.” 

“On that line,’ said he, “I have 
nothing to say save that an honest, 
straightforward life counts. It is not 
what a man accumulates that makes 
for greatness, though one may be 
great and have large means. It is 
the man who aidvoecates and lives 
straight who counts.” 

Half Century in Redlands 

Another quite notable record held 
by Mr. Glover is for continuous resi- 
dence in Redlands, he and Mrs. 
Glover having arrived there over 5t 
years ago. At that time there was 
only a sprinkling of settlers where 
Redlands now stands. 

Mr. Glover was first elected a 
member of the county board of su 
pervisors in 1896 and has served con- 
tinuously since then, 14 years as 
chairman of the board. Other mem- 
bers of the first board on which he 
served were J. H. Wast of Needles, 
Oscar Newberg and George M,. Cool- 
ey, both of San eBrnardino, and 
George R. Holbrook of Ontario. Mr. 
Glover, although a new man, was 
chosen chairman of the board. 

Bésides serving as county super- 
visor Mr, Glover has held various 
Other positions of trust, among thein 
city trustee of Redlands.

The 
firm started business in 1887 and in 
the following year Mr. Glover pur- 
chased the interests of his partner 
and removed the stock of goods to 
Central avenue in the building now 
occupied by the Victory Market. He 
remained there for five years. 

During his incumbency of the of- 
fice of county supervisor Mr. Glover 
has seen a wonderful development 
in county affairs, not the least nota- 
ble being the completion of a sys- 
tem of highways second to none any- 
where. The county court house has 
also been erected during that time, 
as, was the jail building. Other im-| 
provements of this period include 
erection of a splendid county ‘hospi- 
tal and development of the vast re- 
sources, to some extent at least, of 
mountains and desert sections of 
the county. \ 

Mr. Glover has been a life-long 
Democrat. He is a member of the 
First Methodist Church of Redlands 
and has always been an advocate of 
prohibition. His father, the Rev. 
M. W. Glover, was for many years 
a circuit rider in the Methodist 
Church, South, in Missouri, where 
J. B. Glover was born. Mrs. Glover 
is a native of Cass county, Mo. Her 
maiden name was Elizabeth A. Mc- 
Guire.
